in Terence is admirable, but where all is so perfect, it would be almost 
invidious to particularise ; this very extraordinary child must be seen 
to be judged of—were we believers in the doctrine of tranSmogrifica- 
tion, as Mrs. Malaprop would have it, we should say, this boy is 
some celebrated actor beginning existence again—he has all the nice 
discrimination, the attention to the minutest business of the scene, 
in short the skill of the most veteran actor. The little miracle, Herr 
Cline, on the tight rope; and, though last not least, Mr. Elliston’s 
own performance, form a concentration of talent rarely witnessed on 
the same evening. 


In the Theatre Le Comte, a very small house, the pieces (lively 
farces) are played by boys and girls about ten years old, and in gene-

in the delivery of a joke, ia every variety of comic character—in the 
peevish old man, the scheming servant, “ the clown unread, and half 
read gentleman,”’—in the shrug, the stare, the start, the stride, these 
little players ‘‘ suit the action to the word and the word to the action,” 
with an accuracy of conception, and a natural spirit of tone and 
gesture, that would reflect credit on the exertions of older comedians. 
i understand the theatre is always supplied with clever performers, 
whether it is that the French have a natural tendency to humour— 
natio est comedia—or that constant practice can lead to excellence in 
any intellectual exercise in which general talent is perseveringly de- 
voted to a particular object. The performances are very well attended, 
and clear a round sum annually to the proprietors. — The New Times.
